Glue And There Is Santa

On your assembly line have with ther b'ack gumdrops, mak- 
the following articles: * in8 boots.

1 large red apple If hc needs a prop, use tooth- 
fl marshmallows P'cks - Santa ls now
2 cloves friends.
5 small gum drops amaze and amuse young 

(2 red, 2 black, 1 green)
Toothpicks
Cotton
Hod nail polish
Glue

Place the apple on the table 
with stem end up. Around its 
middle run a band of cotton 
Vi inch wide. Secure this with 
a spot of glue. This is the fur 
o. Santa's tunic.

Next comes his hat and head, 
which are two marshmallows 
placed one atop the other and 
held together by a' toothpick, 
one end being pushed into the 
stem end of the apple. The 
other end is covered by the 
green gumdrop, making the 
ball of the hat.

Santa's face is the lower of 
the two marshmallows. Two 
cloves become Santa's eyes. A 
spot of red nail polish gives 
Santa a mouth and a cotton 
beard glued over the mouth 
gives the figure character and 
dignity.

Fasten single marshmallows 
on each side of the apple for 
arms, capping the end of the 
toothpick that holds the marsh- 
mallow in place with the red 
gumdrops. Santa then has his 
mittens. The legs are marsli- 
mallows placed lower down 
and on the side of the apple
